ı remains uncertain whether the oıt- 

going inquiry inte the sile of subına- 
rine blueprints to South Africa will 
hring any new facts to light. The chances 
do not look great. But the first inquiry 
uncovered serious abuses. lts effwrts 
were not in vain. 

Admittedly the CDU and the FDP 
took a different view of the matter right 
up Uill thê end of the first inquiry. They 
said “the inquiry was constitutionally 
dubious, harmful to foreign policy is 
well as superflous to parliament.” 

A rather astounding judgement as it 
cnniradictcd the findings of the commitle 
which was made up of coalition members. 

Admiuedly the pressure of an im- 
pending general election pressurised 
the government to form an inquiry. The 
milluer refused tu fude into the back- 
ground. As the commillce made prog- 
ress with the maltcr, the affair came 
more to the fore.

Daimler-Benz is also developing special 
tanks for liquid hydrogen, since rhe hy- 
dride tanks used in the Berlin test run 
are only suitable for suburhian andl 
short-distance traffic. 

The high cost of this form uf energy, 
however, is a major obstacle iu Ihe in- 
troduction of the hydrogen cur un a 
large scale. 

The price would drop if the dJeniiindl 
inereasecl. 

Furthermore, heter hyclrogen extrac- 
tion methods using less electricity und 
hence less expensive can be expertexl in 
fuuure. 

Hydrogen will become ûn interesting 
alternative when the price of oil goes up 
or when crude oil at some stage he- 
comes scarce and petrol correspanding- 
ly expensive, 

The dircet price comparison is de- 
ceptive, 

The faci that hydrogen is less harmful 
to the environment should ilse he taken 
into account. 

There are also the addititnal costs uf 
a catalytic converter for vars which run 
on petrol. 

The competitive disadvanlage of hy- 
drugen as a fuel, therefore, i not ns 
great as suggested by a comparison of 
prices alone.

Some old civilisations believed that 
dice games disclosed the will ul the gads. 
In German mythology, the gods came tn- 
gether to throw dice, In ancient India, it 
was thought that the whol world was a 
dice game of the gods. That was how the 
word “dyutam", for exaınple came tn 
mean both “quarrel” and “dice game". So 
is it mere coincidence that ohe of the naz 
tional Indian games is stil today a sort of 
Atensch dirgere dich nich! game. 

Luck anl efficiency have played a 
role in the 75-year history of Mensch. 
The inventor, Josef Friedrich Schmidt, 
was a municipal employee in Munich.
